given at the Winetaverr street fire brig- 
ade office between 8 and 9 o’clock on 
Fridaynight. Oa the brigade reaching 
the e of the outbreak, a malthouse 
in Chamber street was found to be in 
flames. The premises are situated in 
the very center of a vast range of ware- 
houses, and enclosed by the dwellings 
of perhaps some of the poorest inhab- 
itants of the city, The malt store, 
which belonged to Mr. Reid, is sur- 
rounded on all sides by the extensive 
bonded warehouse of Mr. Lawless, 
wherein was stored about 1,800 punch- 
eons of whiskies, brandies, wines, etc. 
The arrival of the brigade was too late, 
and it is questionable whether their ar- 
rival, even at a much earlier period, 
would have enabled them to become 
masters of the situation, as the flames 
burst forth with appailing fury. The 
stores caught fire in a few minutes, and 
from that moment all hope of staying 
*the progress of the flames was at an 
en from under the doors of the 
worehouse at the southern wing the 
blue blaziug liquid began to issue, and 
spread itself over the street, running 
along the channels and. burning every- 
thing before it. 
The fire increased in intensity and 
fierceness, and soon the whole b‘ock of 
buildings forming the western side of 
Chamber street and the northern side 
of Ardee street looked like a mass of! 
roaring and leaping flames, that threw 
a) huge forked tongues as fresh fuel 
was added by the bursting of barrels 
of liquid with which the place was 
stocked. At Ardee and Chamber streets 
the house of Mr. Lawrence Fitzsimon, 
a publican, was swallowed up in the 
conflagration, and its quota of intlam- 
mable material added fresh energy to 
the flames. Happily, the owner, who 
was an invalid, was removed from the 
house to a place of safety in good time, 
but there was no time to remove furni- 
ture or aught of the property. 
Ruaning along Ardee street, and lick- 
ing the walls of the houses as it passed 
on, the burning liquid sped on through 
Mill street and Chamber street, and 
consternation spread on every side. 
Hemmed in by fire, apparently, on all 
sides, the chances for escape, either for 
the people or their houses, seemed small 
indeed. A scene of wildness ensued, 
men rushing about with children in 
their arms, and watching for a favorable 
moment to dash through the blue 
flames into places of safety, while oth- 
ers,in their eagerness to save their 
property, threw furniture and effects 
out of the windows, either to be dashed 
to’ pieceson the pavement below or 
burned or charred by the sea of fire 
which a!most covered the streets. The 
women wrung their hands and seemed 
stupefied with fear, and had to be car- 
ried away forcibly; while even in houses 
well removed from danger the panic 
was scarcely less. Rooms which had 
been little models of neatness and com- 
fort of their sort were ina few moments 
topsy-turvy, and the fur.iture was ei- 
ther thrown ut into the street or piled 
in proximity to the windows in case of 
the necessity arising of having it re- 
moved.

Nearly all of 
nl Moaaine, Juiy 10, 1875..| these bananas come from.Ruatan and 
Utilla islands, which belong to the re 
public of Honduras. And the singular 
fact is stated that much the greater part 
ofthe bananas thus brought to New 
Orleans are grown by planters from New 
England. The population of the two 
islands is about five thousand, and they 
subsist almost entirely on the cultivation 
of the bread fruit of the tropics. Last 
year they shipped to New Orleans alone 
two hundred thousand bunches, averag- 
ing six dozen to the bunch. From 
thence they are distributed at advantage- 
ous railroad rates to the cities in the 
Missiasippi valley, thus outstripping New 
York and other eastern cities both in 
time and prices. The western markets 
will soon be exclusively supplied by the 
Gu.f ports. Plantains, cocoanuts, pine- 
apples and mangoes are also freely im- 
ported to fill in the cargoes of the more 
profitable bananas. 
The Louisiana orange is als> another 
source of strength in the New Orleans 
fruit market, The crop last year was 
sixty-five thousand .barfels, and it is 
conceded by every person who has 
thoughtfully considered the subject that 
New Orleans has a bonanza in the native 
orange. It is proposed to plant all the 
lands between the capital and the Gulf 
coast in oranges. The average price in 
Decembe>, when the trade is at its height, 
is ten to twelve dollars a barrel. 
In the handling of these two produc'is, 
bananas and native oranges, New Orleans 
now leads New York, and of course any 
other city inthe country. Thetrade is
